SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — A 
new clue in the disappearance of 
aviatrix Amelia Earhart 23 years 
ago was turned up Friday. 


A Columbia Broadcasting Sys- 
tem corespondent reported that 
an airplane generator found on the 
bottom of a Saipan bay in the 
south Pacific appears to be the 
one that was on Miss Earhart’'s 
plane when her round-the-world 
flight failed in 1937. 


Don Mozely broadcast the story 
of an expedition by a CBS news 
team and a reporter for the San 
Mateo, Calif., Times. 


He said they had just returned 
from the island of Saipan, where 
they found at least a dozen na- 
tives who remembered seeing the 
Earhart plane crash land in the 
water. They said they watched 
Japanese take her fo jail. 


One native was quoted as say- 
ing he had been invited to witness 
the hanging of a white woman, 
but declined. The islanders said 
they believe Miss Earhart and

Ath Stage Fails, 
Rocket Destroyed 


WASHINGTON (#—A 72-foot-tall Scout rocket veered off its path 


high above the Atlantic coast 
launching, and was destroyed. 


The Scout rocket attained an al- 
titude of 860 miles and landed in 
the Atlantic 1,500 miles off the 
Virginia coast. 


Earlier Friday at Cape Canaver- 
al, Fla., the first operational pro- 
totype of the  intercontinental- 
range Titan missile veered sharp- 
ly out of control and had to be 
destroyed about 300 feet above its 
launching pad. 


Had it worked perfectly, the 
four-stage Scout rocket, largest 
ever launched from Wallops Is- 
land, Va., would have sent its in- 
strumented nose package to an al- 
titude of 2,300 miles and hurled it 
on a 54-minute flight 4,700 miles 
across the Atlantic to the vicinity 
of Ascension Island. 


This was the first test launch of 
the completely assembled four- 
stage Scout rocket. 


It also was to have been a pre- 
view of the missions that the 
versatile, relatively low-cost rock- 
et will be called upon to perform.

Weather 
Space Eye 
Goes Blind 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Tiros I, 
the weather-eye satellite, has fi- 
nally gone blind. 


The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration announced 
Friday the 3-month-old satellite 
has “reached the end of its oper- 
ating lifetime” after giving scien- 
tists an wunprecedented opportu- 
nity to study the earth’s cloud 
cover from 450 miles up. 


Launched April 1 from Cape 
Canaveral, Fila., the 270-pound 
drum-shaped device trained its 
twin television cameras on a wide 
expanse of the globe, from Mon- 
treal to Mongolia, and from the 
southern tip of South America to 
New Zealand. 


It sent back almost 23,000 pic- 
tures of cloud patterns which are 
still being analyzed by meteoro- 
logical experts. More than 17,000 
of these were taken by the wide- 
angle camera, scanning an area 
some 800 miles in diameter. An 
additional 5,800 pictures were ‘re- 
ceived from the narrow - angle 
camera, which was set to photo- 
graph a 30-mile-square plot in the 
center of the larger area. 


Although its wide-angle camera 
has burned out and its narrow- 
angle camera is virtually useless, 
Tiros will continue circling the 
globe every 99 minutes indefinite- 
ly, a dead satellite.

Japan Tells Off Reds; 
We Hope It’s for Keeps 


Bravo for Japan! In spite of our dis- 
appointment and doubts following can- 
cellation of President Eisenhower's visit, 
the Tokyo government yesterday served 
notice on the Soviet Union that it is still 
firmly on the side of the West. 

Bluntly and without much diplomatic 
nicety, Foreign Minister Fujiyama told 
the Russians to mind their own business 
and to stop trying to interfere in Japa- 
nese affairs. It followed three protests 
which Moscow has made attacking the 
new U.S.-Japanese security treaty and 
the stationing of U2 aircraft on its terri- 
tory. 

The minister’s note also exposed So- 
viet hypocrisy in requesting that U.S. 
bases be removed from Japan. It re- 
minded Moscow in indirect terms of what 
happened to Hungary, Poland and Yugo- 
slavia. Yugoslavia was outlawed from 
the Communist camp because it with- 
drew from Moscow’s control while simi- 
lar movements were repressed by brutal 
force in Hungary and Poland. But Ja- 
pan acts of her own free will. 

The development is encouraging as are 
assurances that despite the vocal leftist 
influences in Japan the majority supports 
Tokyo’s ties with the West and its friend- 
ship with the United States.

Medical Aid for Aged 
Gains Political Support 


Just about all the politicians are com- 
ing around to favoring some sort of med- 
ical aid for the aged. 

Latest group to recognize the need— 
and the political potency of the issue— 
is the nation’s governors. They voted 30 
to 13 in a roll call at their conference in 
Glacier Park, Mont., for a health plan 
based on Social Security principles. They 
did not spell out the details. 

Meanwhile, Congress still dawdles. 
The Senate is now considering a House- 
approved bill which was little more than 
a gesture. To strengthen it in the Sen- 
ate is a measure embodying the Social 
Security insurance plan. Drafted by Sen. 
Anderson (D-NM), it reportedly has the 
backing of Senate Democratic Leader 
Lyndon Johnson. 

Sen. Anderson’s plan would provide 
medical assistance to persons over 65 not 
covered by Social Security benefits. Ben- 
efits also would be available to those 
covered under Social Security at age 65 
under a permanent program. 

While it is doubtful whether an ade- 
quate plan can be worked out between 
House and Senate before Congress re- 
cesses, some sort of compromise bill 
seems certain before adjournment. Grants 
for those not protected by Social Security 
now and a permanent compulsory pro- 
gram based on the Social Security prin- 
ciple will be within its framework. And 
believing that government should not do 
things for people which they can do them- 
selves, we hope that some provisions can 
be made for those who prefer their own 
volunteer health insurance and savings 
plans.

Is Milk Pricing Law 
Headed for Court Test? 


That’s an interesting development 
down at Savannah about the price-fixing 
powers of the Georgia Milk Commission. 
A dairy firm there has announced price 
cuts below the minimum set by the com- 
mission in open defiance of its authority. 

The action, of course, has the commis- 
sion in a dither. This upholding of the 
basic principle of free enterprise is a 
shocker to the industry, too, as accus- 
tomed as it has become to operating under 
a state-operated formula. 

The immediate reaction, of course, is 
to foresee a court test. When an earlier 
price-fixing statute for milk was tested, 
it was declared unconstitutional. The 
present law which replaced it has never 
been tested. There is a well-founded 
fear that it, too, would fall. 

We do not argue here the merits or 
accomplishments of the milk commission 
in regulating the dairy industry. The in- 
dustry as a whole apparently approves 
of it. But the consuming public will ap- 
plaud the courage of the Savannah dairy- 
man and his stand for free competition 
in the marketplace.

To Face Hottoot Here 


Police Chief Herbert Jenkins has is- 
sued ample warning to persons possess- 
ing or shooting fireworks in Atlanta dur- 
ing the holiday weekend. 

Calling for strict enforcement of a city 
ordinance on the subject, the chief has 
instructed officers to jail violators. They 
face a fine of $500 or 30 days in the city 
prison farm, a penalty which anyone 
with gumption will avoid by obeying the 
law.

Algerian Conflict 
Is for Big Stakes 


PARIS—After weeks of turbulence and re- 
viving cold war, we may take comfort that there 
is at least a real prospect of settling the conflict “a ~ s 
between France and the Algerian National Liberation Front. Ex- 
cepting the artillery duel off China's coast, that conflict is the 
world’s only hot war. And if it can be ended there is a chance of 
vastly improving the Western position in Europe, Africa and the 


Middle East. 

The stakes are exceedingly 
high. But the game is exceed- 
ingly difficult to play. This is not 
only because so much passion has 
been aroused among Frenchmen 
and Algerians but because ex- 
ternal influences — both Arab 
and Communist — will unques- 
tionably seek to intrude disturb- 
ing pressures. 

In no sense can one assume 
that merely because De Gaulle 
and the FLN have agreed to 
start talking peace, that they will 
succeed in making peace. Nego- 
tiations are bound to be complex 
and long. 

Nevertheless, with persistence 
of purpose and subtlety of ma- 
neuver, De Gaulle has produced 
a situation which for the first 
time makes settlement possible. 
His rather Delphic utterances 
about an “Algerian Algeria’ and 
“association” with France are 
sufficiently vague to allow much 
room for bargaining. | 

He has managed to maintain 
good relations with Morocco and 
Tunisia, the border states from 
which the rebels operate. The 
King of Morocco and Tunisian 
President Habib Bourguiba know 
their own regimes are finished 
if Algerian peace cannot be 
found. Both leaders would like to 
keep their nations politically pro- 
Western. But the anti-French and 
pro-FLN prejudices of their Mos- 
lem followers make this increas- 


ingly difficult. Soviet and Chinese 
agents cleverly stir these preju- 
dices. 

De Gaulle’s diplomacy, while 
securing American backing for 
his aims, has also managed to 
keep the Russians from recog- 
nizing the FLN. However, if the 
forthcoming negotiations fail, it 
is almost certain the Soviet at- 
titude will change. 

An Algerian peace would allow 
a large well-trained French army 
to bolster NATO defenses in Eu- 
rope. At last, the negotiations 
over bases in Tunisia and Moroc- 
co could be settled. All northwest 


-Africa would swing more openly 


towards a pro-Western political 
bias. This trend might be favor- 
ably echoed among newly inde- 
pendent lands south of the Sa- 
hara. And a major obstacle to 
better relations with the Middle 
Eastern Arabs would vanish. 

One can easily discern how the 
entire free world position would 
benefit should De Gaulle succeed 
in resolving France’s greatest 
problem. But the pitfalls on the 
road are numerous. New con- 
spiracies are being hatched this 
very minute on both Mediterra- 
nean shores. Trouble is almost 
bound to erupt. And — if the ne- 
gotiations collapse — one can 
foresee the overthrow of the ex- 
isting administrations in the FLN, 
in Tunisia, in Morocco and, per- 
haps, in France itself.

To Debate Policy 


WASHINGTON—President Eisenhower's re- 

P port to the nation on his trip to the Far East 
+ constituted a good beginning but by no means 

the end of a foreign policy debate which ought to be coatinued, vig- 
orously and candidly, throughout the presidential campaign. This is 
no time to try to put foreign affairs outside the bounds of outspoken 
discussion between the parties and between the presidential nomi- 


nees. 

An election campaign is the 
right time — not the wrong time— 
to appraise and to clarify policy. 
To suggest, as some have, that 
such debate would weaken us 
abroad seems to me to rest upon 
a false concept of what bi-parti- 
sanship in foreign affairs really 
means. 

The American people are fully 
united behind the nation’s essen- 
tial objectives — to use our maxi- 
mum. resources to help our allies 
keep their freedom and to help 
underdeveloped countries win suf- 
ficient economic progress to enjoy 
their freedom. 

We are by no means united be- 


reappraising those measures 
which have either failed or fal- 
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billion people — have strength- 
ened our ties with allies and neu- 
trals alike and that under most 
circumstances they are beneficial. 

But there is plenty of room for 
honest and air-clearing debate in 
much that the President said to 
the country in his broadcast. 

There needs to be new thinking 
on summits. It is possible that 
Eisenhower has become so §in- 
volved in these meetings and non- 
meetings of heads of government 
that he cannot be an objective 
guide to get us out of the jun- 
gieland of summitry. He says 


. that summit meetings ‘“‘on an in- 


formal basis” can be ‘‘profitable.”’ 
But the summit meeting at Ge- 
neva in 1955 was “‘informal’’ and 
it was profitless. There was no 
adequate preparation for the at- 
tempted summit meeting in Paris 
in May — and it was worse than 
profitless. ges 

Most Americans will agree with 
the President that we ought not 
to “fall into the error of blaming 
ourselves for what the Commu- 
nists do” — like causing the 
riots in Tokyo, wrecking the Paris 
summit and walking out of. the 
Geneva disarmament talks. 

But we don’t want to lose the 
capacity for self-examination— 
and for learning from things 
which have gone awry.

St. Paul must have had exceptionally swift outfielders, for 


Sheehan rang up 31 victories ip 40 decisions that season. Though 
he was always a success in the minors, Sheeban never wou more 
than nine games in a major league campaign. 

After hanging up the glove in 1934, Sheehan served as a coach 
in the majors and managed outstanding mimor league teams at Min- 
neapolis. He handed in his managerial hadge in °47 and started 
scouting for the Giants. He has been a trusty aide to Horace Stone- 
ham ever since. 

Though Sheehan had not managed a team in 13 years, Stoneham 
did not hesitate to install him as a succesgor to Rigney on dune 18.

Princeton, concludes, “This is 
a serious waste of intellectual 
resources which should not be 
overshadowed by the rising tide 
of college enrollments.”’ 


Of 18 Southern state-owned 
universities, 15 had no entrance 
requirements other than high 
school graduation in 1952. But 
by 1958 only eight had no addi- 
tional requirements. 


For many students with the 
academic aptitude for college 
training, poor finances force 
them to turn their thoughts 


away from any further educa 


tion. 


But with the increasing num- 
ber of grants, loans, scholar- 
ships and other financial aids 
those students who are best suit- 
ed for college can enroll. 


Of 16 Southern states, Geor- 
gia was sixth in 1955-56 in ex- 
penditures for scholarships, fel- 
lowships and prizes for student 
assistance. The state gave 
$326,138 for student assistance 
while Texas and Florida spent 
over a million dollars each for 
the same years. 

Hizh school students can learn 
more about their abilities, job 
and college opportunities through 
their high school counselor. 

For the high school student 
who has his eye on a college 
campus, education experts sug- 
gest that he maintain top grades 
if he expects to enter a college. 
By 1970, educators say the high- 
er education group will be dou- 
bled that of 1960.

Mrs. Latimer Chaplin Made Up Her Mind In A Hurry 
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It’s a Sate Assumption--- 
You, Too, Are a Neurotic

NEW YORK — Husbands and 
wives should stop blaming each 
other’s neuroses for their prob- 
lems, declares Dr. Harry F. 
Tashman, who believes “neuro- 
sis is only human nature.” 


With neurotics like ourselves, 
we feel more comfortable and 
happy, so in this respect, 
“likes” definitely attract, Dr. 
Tashman said. “In looking for 
a husband or wife, don’t let the 
neurosis bother you. If you hap- 
pen to fit each other, the heck 
with the doctors. 


“People today seem to be on 
a real witch hunt for neurotics. 
There’s too much onus on the 
universal forms in which neuro- 
sis occurs — anxiety, hysteria, 
compulsiveness, hypersexuality, 
the adolescent reaction types 
like rock and rollers, and peo- 
ple totally involved in esoteric 
arts and mystical philosophies,” 
the psychiatrist explained. 


All these are normal human 
beings. Their neurotic patterns 
can ‘actualy be useful, as in 
the case of the compulsively 
neat person who collects and 
sorts. Amassing money, he may 
ultimately become the million- 
aire philanthropist. 


DON’T BE AFRAID 


“So don’t be afraid you're go- 
ing to marry a neurotic or be 
dismayed by discovering your 
mate is one. Neurotics get along 
well in groups of people with 
the same neurosis,”” Dr. Tash- 
man assured. “The stage, for 
example, is crowded with neu- 
rotic actors. Yet everybody 
dotes on their interesting per- 
sonalities.” 


The only time the neurotic 
needs psychotherapy is when he 
becomes uncomfortable himself 
or finds he is making others 
suffer, according to Dr. Tash- 
man, who counsels dozens of 
couples and has written ‘The 
Marriage Bed” and ‘‘Today’s 
Neurotic Family’ to help cut 
the divorce rate. 


A couple with neurotic behav- 
ior which jars can practice some 
do-it-yourself therapy at home, 
Dr. Tashman advised, if a good 
analyst is out of reach. 


“They can honestly admit to 
themselves and to ‘each other 
that each is neurotic. It’s a safe 
assumption,’’ smiled the doctor, 
“because everybody is. 


“If they can each admit this 
sincerely, they would become 
less arrogant, less accusatory, 
less judging and defamatory, 
more sympathetic, more con-

These are the qualities it 
takes to live at peace and in 
hope with another. 


An arrogant, blustering per- 
son, impervious to criticism, 
thinks himself perfect, Dr. Tash- 
man pointed out, Priding one- 
self on a neurosis, while os- 
tensibly naming and admitting 
it, is no help. 


Saying, for instance, “Yes, I 
am a fanatic, or I am a miser, 
and that is how you must ac- 
cept me,” is not admitting a 
neurosis but expressing your de- 
sire to perpetuate it because it 
is so dear to you. 


HATE IS THERE 


In his experience, Dr. Tash- 
man has found that 499 out of 
500 couples have elements of 
hate in the relationship, which 
they rarely reveal. They stay 
together not because of love and 
understanding but because they 
need each other more than they 
don’t need each other. The hate 
grows out of lack of freedom 
to be oneself. 


“For love, you need liberty. 
People tend to impose various 
forms of slavery on each oth- 
er. You find it in every office, 
every classroom, every mar- 
riage, where behavior forms 
are imposed.”

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Yet even a seemingly bad 
marriage need not end in di- 
vorce, if the partners can be- 
come less controlling, less un- 
consciously vengeful. 


“Perfect love, care, devotion, 
friendship is mythical. So is the 
possibility of a completely non- 
neurotic mate. But you can 
count on the fact that every 
human being has to give as 
much as he takes for a good 
feeling about himself. It’s a 
basic need.”’ 


For a match of relative hap- 
piness, it is a good idea to mar- 
ry a person with neurotic pat- 
terns like your own. 


Dr. Tashman cited the exam- 
ple of two socially anxious peo- 
ple, nonmixers, whose shyness 
and loneliness attracts them to 
each other. 


“Being together can neutralize 
some of their fears. Respective- 
ly and mutually, they give so- 
cial courage to each other. 
From the kindness and sooth- 
ing each provides, they become 
stronger. 


“Each can then go out and 
bear the brunt of the social 
world. They may even acquire 
enough strength to extend af- 
fection to others, thus winning 
response and making friends,” 
he said.

The heel problem has been 
universal. In Mobile, Ala., the 
ruling fathers have.made a law 
against stiletto heels to protect 
themselves from lawsuits as a 
result of falls and injuries. 


In Nuernberg, Germany, a 
department store installed step- 
ping stones over the sidewalk 
grating for the use of women 
wearing the perilous heels. 


And the vicar of St. Peter's 
Church in Ruddington, England, 
informed his women parishion- 
ers that if they insist on wear- 
ing stiletto heels to church they 
must take them off outside. The 
reason. He didn’t want the 
church carpet spiked. 


Here in Atlanta stiletto heels 
got the frown of disapproval 
from the floorcovering set, but 
a vote of popularity from the 
shoe dealers. “All women of 
all ages, want the high heels,” 
they say. 


James Rice, a representative 
of a tile flooring company said: 
“These high heels certainly 
leave their scars on the tile 
flooring. There is a very notice- 
able indentation on the softer 
type of rubber. The damaging 
effect on the resillent tiles is 
terrible. There is no way to re- 
pair the scars. The only answer 
is to have a complete replace- 
ment.” 


He also pointed out that 
“lush” carpeting, meaning a 
thick carpet over a very thick 
cushion, really takes a beating 
from the stiletto heels. 


PICK UP PILE 


Mrs, Valerie Foster, speaking 
for the carpet industry said: ‘‘In 
addition to the damage, these 
heels do to the loop pile type 
carpet, they are dangerous to 
the wearer, The heels pick up 
the pile thereby leaving a dandy 
loose thread trap for another 
woman to trip upon. Then, too, 
the loose tufts are a nuisance 
to Mrs. Consumer. I, for one, 
wish women would wear wider 
heel bases, or decent heels. 
These thin heels are really dan- 
gerous, in many ways.” 


Tests have proven that a 112 
pound girl exerts pressure close 
to 10,000 pounds per square 
inch while wearing stiletto 
heels. 


A. B. Strickler of a cork 
company said: 

“This same _ girl wearing 
stiletto heels with leather lifts 
exerst pressures of 1,000 pounds 
per square inch until the leather 
wears down and all the weight 
is carried by three small nails. 
So then pressures under the 
nails reach anywhere from 12,- 
000 to 60,000 pounds per square 
inch. These nails cause the 
most serious floor damage— 
pockmarks. Naturally the more 
inexpensive line of floor cover- 
ing suffers the most from 
scars.” 


Hardwood floors seem to have 
fared the best during this under- 
foot movement of women’s 
heels, 


Fortune D. Cucich, of one 
company here says “the heels 
don’t hurt the hardwood floors 
at all.. There may be some 
scratches when the heel is worn 
down a bit, but a good polish- 
ing job will take care of that.’
